the ty-seventh Ward, a former 
chairman of the board's Transpor- 
tation Committee, today gave his 
views on the transit situation in a 
letter to Alderman Edward W. 
Wiehe, chairman of the cjty’s joint 
Transportation Committee. 

Wimer opposes purchase of any 
part of the street railway system 


‘and favors establishing a modern 


city-owned. bus system, saying that, 
“what St. Louis needs is a new 
transportation deal, devoid of sel- 
fish interests.” He thinks surface 
street cars will soon pass out’ of 
use. 3 | 

“At the outset,” Wimer wrote, “I 
take the position of uncompromis- 
ing opposition to any proposal to 


‘|acquire these obsolescent proper- 


ties. There can be no doubt that 
we are now in a state of transition 
in the matter of mass public trans- 
portation that must ultimately end 
in the entire abandonment of’ any 
surface railway system. That the 
Owners and managers of the Public 
Service Co. are aware of this fact 
is clearly indicated that in’ every 
instance where a street widening 
necessitated the relocation of track, 
the existing railway line was sup- 
pianted by a bus line.” 

In the development of the .mod- 
ern passenger bus Wimer said it 
had been made possible “to estab- 
lish a system of mass transporta- 
tion that is both cheap and effi- 
cient, and need not necessarily be 
One that is co-ordinated with any 
other system.” 

. Advantages of Busses. 

He enumerated as advantages of 
moter busses: The large invest- 
ment in track and overhead wires 
is not required; the bus routes may 
be easily changed to suit the con- 


‘|venience of the riders;. ability of 


the bus to take on and discharge 
passengers at the curb, an impor- 
tant safety factor. He thought 
economies of the bus might eventu- 
ally make possible lower fares. 

As to the practicability uf estab- 
lishing a bus system, Winiér said 
manufacturers had developed a: 
method of selling the vehicles on 
a “mileage basis’; that is, on instal- 


ments to be paid in accordance’ 


with the use of the vehicles and 
the revenue received from them. 

“This suggests immediately,” he 
said, “the small initial investment 
necessary to put into operation in 
this city the necessary number of 
busses to take care of the entire 
transportation problem at this time. 
Of course, the matter, of such in- 
stallation of a motor bus system 
néed not be immediate; the transi- 
fion might be a gradual one, being | 
accomplished completely in the| 
course of a few years, or as occa- 
sion might seem to demand.” 

Doubtful’ Economies. 

Three hoped-for economies put 
forward in justification of city pur- 
chase 6f-the—stréet railways were 
said by Wimer to che of doubtful 
value : 

As to possible savings on awards 
in damage suits, he said it was pure 
conjecture to say that juries would 
be any less liberal with claimants 
if the city owned the system. 

As to savings in taxes, if the 
city lost what it now receives from 
the transportation system the 
amount would have to be made up 
otherwise, leaving only the saving 
in State and Federal taxes to be 
realized. 

To eliminate competing forms of 
transportation, such as the service 
car, as has been proposed, is also 
of doubtful wisdom, he said. 

Saying that he could not regard 
“the present efforts of the security 
holders as anything more than a 
moribund effort to find a suitable 
burying ground of their troubles in’ 
public treasury,” Wimmer 
summed up his views as follows: 

“The effort to accomplish this 
is not new. Ever since control of 
this property was acquired by J. K. 
Newman, and from the time he 
enlisted the services of certain 
business interests of this city in the 
acquisition of a renewal of a fran- 
chise, it has been realized that there 
was only one source of profit in 
the venture, which was through 
the unloading of the property on 
purchasers of securities, or the un- 
loading of it on the City. 

“The acquisition in any manner 
of this street railway property can- 
not be regarded as a forward or 
progressive step. I feel that St. 
Louis is entitled to the best pos- 
sible in the way of mass transpor-. 
tation and at the lowest possible 
cost. That there can be no hope of 
achieving these ends through the- 
use of the existing rail or bus fa- 
cilities is clearly indicated by the

Reports are that Paraguay is 
withdrawing troops from the battle 
line in the 50-year boundary dis- 
pute between the only inland na- 
tions of South America. 
*Casualties have been so heavy 
since this year’s fighting began in 
July that the man power of both 
pin, rye has been greatly weak- 
ened. ‘(A report on total casual- 
ties this month listed 18,000 Boliv- 
ians and 15,000 Paraguayans killed 
or imeapacitated.) Paraguay suf- 
fered its heaviest losses since its 
offensive, timed against the begin- 
ning of the rain, which began in 
September. It followed up the cap- 
ture of Fort Boqueron on Sept. 29, 
after the heaviest battle ever waged 
between the two countries, with a 
steady advance along most of the 
250-mile front.

Dobie traced the development of 
the game from its origin when a 
few simple formations were all that 
- needed to be learned, to its present 
' status as a complex sport in which 
“highly specialized men are re- 
‘quired to make a modern offense 
or defense function properly.” 

« “Why, it’s almost a full season’s 
job for the players to learn the 
rules well,” he told his associates. 

. Placing the blame for football’s 
eomplications squarely on the rules 
which he said gave too much lati- 
tude to the offense, Dobie went on: 
“Why do we need the lateral pass, 
the shift, the revolving huddle, 
spread formations and half-spread 
formations? They have become 
largely obsolete anyway by non- 
usage. They are merely there to 
plague one. These and a lot of 
other intricacies could be dispensed 
with. 

“If we were ettowel ‘bet a few 
formations, say a kick formation 
and three or four running forma- 
‘tions, which would give a reason- 
able latitude to the offense, and 
have them designated by the Rules 
Committee, and then, if necessary, 
open up the game sufficiently to 
discourage the use of too many 
contact plays by modifying the for- 
ward pass rule, I believe in a short 
time we would rid ourselves of a 
lot of our troubles. 

“We would soon develop a game 
somewhat standardized which the 
boys could learn about as they 
grow up as they de in other games, 
such as baséball, basketball and 
tennis. We would be rid of a lot of 
things which make the game so 
cumbersome and still have a game 
every bit as spectacular, just as 
open and fully as desirable for the 
players and spectators with one- 
half the effort.” 

Action Later. 

“Dobie suggested no immediate ac- 
tion, recommending that the 
coaches study his proposals with 
the idea of possible action at the 
next annual meeting. 

He recommended that the 1932 
rules be left virtually untouched, 
declaring, however, that if the foot- 
ball death and injury toll does not 
“show further decrease in future 
trial of the present code, we may 
be called upon to make further 
changes.”
